“SUGAR APPETITE” 


“Sugar appetite” is the name used to 
describe the condition resulting from the 
excessive consumption of sugar and re- 
sultant unbalanced diet influencing the 
calcification of the teeth and excessive 
caries activity, and damaging the health 
of the individual. Average children and 
teen-agers have developed the habit of 
consuming such large amounts of food 
consisting mostly of refined sugars be- 
tween meals, that their appetite for essen- 


suming refined sugars in excess change 
their food habits, living on inadequate 
diets, which results in poor general health. 
There is evidence to show this also affects 
the calcification of the teeth and increases 
the susceptibility to dental caries. The 
author lists four recommendations for 
destroying “sugar appetite,” establishing 
good food habits, and preventing dental 
decay: 1. Quantity of refined carbohy- 
drates consumed should be reduced, 
whereas the hard and sticky sweets should 
be completely eliminated, especially be- 
tween meals. 2. Frequency of eating 
sweets should be reduced by eliminating 
the between meal snacks of sweets, and 

to between meal snacks of 
fruits, nuts, whole grain cereals or pro- 
teins. 3. The habit of eating properly bal- 
anced meals should be formed. This will 
aid in eliminating the desire for between 
meal snacks. 4. Children should be taught 
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to brush their teeth or rinse the mouth 
immediately after eating sweets or drink- 
ing sweet beverages—SUGAR, MAL-

TISSUE CARE IN DENTAL 
PROCEDURES 


Although teeth are often regarded as 
being all alike, their structural charac- 
teristics vary widely. We must realize that 
some teeth are more sensitive than others, 
and require special care in protecting 
their pulps. Some of the factors affecting 
pulpal irritation due to operative proce- 
dures should receive more consideration: 
1. Post-eruptive age of tooth. 2. Extent 
and type of caries. 3. Location of cavity, 
on crown or gingival area. 4. Type of 
filling, irritating or bland. 5. Manner of 
excavating cavity, with or without a cool- 
ant to eliminate frictional heat. Age 
changes the physical character of teeth; 
the immature permanent teeth of chil- 
dren are highly permeable, while the ma- 
tured tooth of an adult is highly imper- 
meable. In the cavity preparation of the 
immature teeth a coolant must be used 
to eliminate frictional heat. In the case 
of the mature tooth the pulp is not 
harmed so easily by operative procedures. 
When anesthesia is used to eliminate pain

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GOOD PUBLIC RELATIONS 


Almost daily requests come to the central office for the name of a dentist to 
relieve a toothache or render an emergency service, or one who will care for a 
child patient. Time and time again it has been the experience of those referred 
that they could not make an appointment or have emergency care for ten days 
or even longer. This is partially understandable in this day of efficient and 
orderly practice where appointments are made weeks or even months in ad- 
vance, where most appointment books are well filled and where the doctor 
seldom makes the initial contact with the patient. We have no quarrel with 
this procedure for through efficient use of auxiliary help the chair-time available 
for patients is markedly increased and the doctor spared the many daily dis- 
ruptions which sap his time. No one of us would for one minute want to return 
to the days of inefficiency of 35 or 40 years ago. Thanks to our auxiliary help, 
those days are gone. Our appeal is not for a lessening of this wonderful efficiency 
but that along with it we remember that human kindness, understanding, and 
alleviation of pain are our first responsibility. 

Our appeal is that each of us set aside two short periods each day, one in the 
morning and one in the afternoon to take care of that emergency toothache, 
denture discomfort, or troublesome socket. Those so relieved will long remember 
your kindness and ministrations. Should no emergencies arise, the time can be 
spent relaxing or doing those little things which never get done. In case you 
cannot take care of that emergency have your assistant call your neighbor and 
see if he can take care of it. The patient will be eternally grateful. 

Above all, let’s not repeat the all too common story of the mother who calls 
for an appointment for her child in pain, only to be told, “The doctor is too 
busy, he couldn’t see your child for three weeks.” Just think of what that does 
to the fine public relations our profession now enjoys. 

As is true in the case of the emergency toothache, there is also the emergency 
denture repair. Here again we lose a real opportunity for good public relations 
by telling the patient it will take a day to three days to get it done. Doing with- 
out one’s denture can be just as acute a discomfort as a toothache in addition 
to preventing one from carrying on his work. So because of the promise of two 
to three-hour repair service by the illegal operator the patient becomes a patron 
and a possible new denture case. In this day of quick-cure acrylic, such repairs 
could be made easily in our offices by us or our assistants. What a wonderful 
deterrent this would be to prospective illegal lab patronizing as well as a health 
safeguard because the repair could be checked in the mouth. If it cannot be 
done in the office, see to it that it be done with dispatch by the ethical lab. 
Then we will have not only gone a long way in bettering our public relations 
but will have helped someone to avoid patronizing the illegal operator. 

Someone has said: “In the world of nature the organism which cannot or 
does not adapt to its environment is doomed. As our modern way of life evolves 
and changes we find that our profession too must adapt itself to society.”— 
(Quoted from the Canadian Dental Association Journal, August 1955). 

As the Master Physician has said, “Inasmuch as ye have done it unto the 
least of these, ye have done it unto me.” As each of us carry out this admonition 
our profession will grow in stature, we as individuals will be blessed, and our 
patients be made happy and comfortable.

essary to operate more slowly than on an 
unanesthetized tooth in order to protect 
the pulp. The use of a coolant often 
makes an anesthetic unnecessary. Fric- 
tional heat is the cause of many pulp 
fatalities but injured pulps also result 
from the surgical trauma of cutting

DENTAL PARTNERSHIPS 


Dentists faced with the problem of 
what steps to take to conserve a practice 
built up over the years when the point 
is reached that the practice has become 
too demanding of time and energy, have 
a number of alternatives. The author sug- 
gests a partnership with an associate, 
affording such advantages as an increased 
income, lighter work load and increased 
freedom, the introduction by the new 
man of new methods and techniques, 
and savings resulting from decreased cost 
of maintenance. A careful choice of an 
associate would have to be made, and an 
agreement drawn up including such fea- 
tures as evaluation of the practice, meth- 
ods of finances and income, and a basis 
for dissolving the partnership, if neces- 
sary. This could well be a satisfying and 
advantageous association both in pro- 
fessional and home life. The authors have 
set up a suggested plan for such an ar- 
rangement.
